Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Eeport  for  the 
year  1931. 

The'  only  innovation  during  the  year  has  been  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  a  scheme  for  the  X-ray  treatment  of  ringworm. 
Shipley  children  found  to  be  suffering  from  this  complaint 
are  treated  by  arrangement  at  the  X-ray  clinic  of  the  Brad¬ 
ford  Education  Authority.  This  will  result  in  a  considerable 
shortening  of  the  time  during  which  a  case  remains  infective 
and  should  result  ultimately  in  the  practical  stamping  out 
of  the  disease. 

Apart  from  this,  the  work  has  been  pursued  steadily 
along  the  paths  which  are  by  now  becoiming  well  defined. 
The  high  percentage  of  children  found  to  need  spectacles 
who  actually  obtaineld  them  and  the  number  of  children 
found  to  need  ojieratiY^e  treatment  of  tonsils  and  adenoids 
who  were  operated  on  are  both  satisfactory.  The  valuable 
work  in  the  prevention  of  the  more  serious  grades  of 
malnutrition  achieved  by  the  school  milk  and  meals  scheme 
also  deserves  special  mention. 

It  is  a  pleasure,  in  submitting  my  third  and  final  report 
on  the  work  of  the  School  Aledical  Department,  to  express 
my  sincere  thanks  for  the  invaluable  help  accorded  me 
throughout  by  the  Education  Officer  and  his  staff,  the  Head 
Teachers,  and  all  Membersi  of  the  Committee,  whose  interest 
in  the  health  of  the  school  child  has  greatly  facilitated  the 
introduction  of  various  extensions  in  the  service.  My  special 
indebtedness  to  the  staff  more  directed  associated  with  me 
— the  Dentist,  the  School  Xurses,  and  Miss  Dawson — for 
their  loyal  and  enthusiastic  support  is  gratefully  acknow¬ 
ledged.

CO=ORDINATION. 

The  School  Medical  Officer  is  also  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  Medical  Officer  for  Maternity  and  f^hild  Welfare. 

There  is  one  whole  time  School  Nurse  and  one  whole 
time  Health  Visitor,  and  one  officer  who  devotes  four-fifths 
of  her  time  to  the  school  service  and  one-fifth  to  Alaternitv 

t 

and  Child  Welfare.  The  relevant  maternity  and  child  welfare 
records  are  available  to  the  School  Medical  Department  on 
a  child  commencing  to  attend  school. 

Children  between  the  ages  of  three  and  five  are  eligible 
to  attend  school  voluntarily,  about  200  so  attending.  A 
nursery  school  of  120^  places  is  now  in  process  of  erection. 
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The  care  of  rlebilitated  children  under  school  age  devolves 
wholly  on  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee, 
facilities  existing  for  medical  supervision  at  the  Welfare 
Centre  and  for  home  supervision  by  the  Health  Visitor. 

SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 

St.  Walburga’s  School  has  been  extended  and  recon¬ 
structed,  with  improvements  in  the  available  playing  space, 
in  the  cloak-room  accommodation,  in  the  water  closet  accom¬ 
modation  outside,  and  in  the  staff  room.  The  new  ball  wall 
help  in  the  physical  exercises. 

The  arrangements  for  drying  clothes  and  boots  and  for 
the  taking  of  meals  in  school  are  unaltered. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

Examinations  are  carried  out  in  the  schools,  the  parents 
being  notified  and  inAated  to  be  present.  Children  to  be 
examined  fall  into  two  groups  ;  — 

(1)  Routine,  sub-divided  into  (a)  Entrants,  aged  5 
years;  (b)  Intermediates,  aged  8  years;  and  (c)  LeaA^ers,  Avho 
are  examined  as  soon  asi  possible  after  their  tAvelfth  birth¬ 
day.  Entrants  are  examined  in  the  autumn.  Intermediates 
in  the  spring,  and  LeaA^ers  in  the  summer  term. 

(2)  Specials.  This  group  comprises  any  child  on  whom 
for  any  reason  medical  adAuce  is  required  Avho  does  not  fall 
into  one  of  the  Eoutine  Groups. 

The  statistical  particulars  of  Examination  undertaken 
during  the  year  are  shoAAm  on  Table  I.  in  the  Appendix. 

THE  FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

The  figures  relating  to  the  findings  of  medical  inspection 
are  set  out  in  the  Appendix  in  Tables  II.  and  Ha. 


In  addition  to  the  usual  routine  groups  32  children  under 
five  who  had  commenced  school  attendance  were  medically 
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37.5%  of  these  children  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
defects  sufficiently  serious  to  need  treatment,  fn  considering 
this  figure  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  examination  of 
this  group  is  undertaken  in  the  Autumn  term,  September  to 
(Jctober.  Of  these  children  one  was  found  to  be  suffering 
from  malnutrition,  one  from  otitis  media,  three  from 
enlargement  of  the  tonsils  and  adenoids,  sufficiently  serious 
to  require  enucleation,  three  from  anaemia,  three  from 
bronchitis  and  one  from  flat  foot. 

In  the  routine  code  groups  791  children  were  examined, 
of  whom  26.8%  had  defects  requiring  treatment.  In  the 
entrants  groups  the  percentage  of  children  requiring  treat¬ 
ment  was  29.1;  in  the  intermediates  27.2,  and  in  the  leavers

The  two  largest  individual  groups  of  defect  were  defective 
vision  and  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids,  folio  wed  by  bron¬ 
chitis,  anaemia  and  malnutrition. 

Some  400  less  children  have  been  examined  this  year 
than  last  year  in  the  routine  grorqj.  The  only  reason  for  this 
is  that  the  examinations  have  been  confined  more  strictly  to 
the  code  groups  of  the  Board  of  Education,  children  being 
examined  as  soon  as  possible  after  reaching  the  ages  of  5, 
8,  and  12  respectively.  With  the  exception  of  absence  due 
to  illness  no-  child  has  been  missed  during  the  year  who 
should  have' been  examined.  The  largest  difference  is  in  the 
leavers  group,  in  which  119  children  were  examined  com¬ 
pared  with  424  in  the  previous  year. 

(a)  Malnutrition.  17  children  were  discovered  at  routine 
examinations  to  be  suffering  from  malnutrition  sufficiently 
serious  to  require  treatment.  13  of  these  were  in'  the  entrants 
group  and  4  in  the  intermediates.  The  incidence  per  1,000 
entrants  is  therefore  36.11,  and  the  incidence  per  1,000  inter¬ 
mediates  is  12.82.  The  question  of  the  possible  influence  of 
depressed  industrial  conditions  on  school  cln'ldren  was  fully 
considered  in  my  last  Annual  Keport  and  the  figures  given 
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here  appear  to  support  the  view  then  exj^ressed  that  the 
younger  child  population  would  be  the  lirst  to  show  the 
effects  of  poverty. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  tlie  policy  governing  the 
provision  of  meals  in  the  form  of  school  dinners  or  free  milk 
during  the  year  and  figures  relating  to  these  are  given  later 
on  in  the  report. 

(b)  Uncleanliness.  More  than  6,000  extra  examinations 

for  cleanliness  have  been  made  during  the  year  by  the  School 
Nurses,  as  compared  with  last  year.  18,949  individual 
examinations  were  made,  \\'hicli  repre!3|ents  approximately 
an  examination  of  each  child  four  times  during  the  school 
year.  The  percentage  of  dirty  children  is  rather  higher  than 
during  1930,  the  figures  being  17.89%  against  14.7%.  The 
corresponding  figure  for  1929  was  18%.  1.83%  of  children 

were  infested  with  vermin,  the  distribution  of  these  being 
0.389%  of  the  boys  as.  compared  wath  2.98%  of  the  girls. 

It  is  obvious  that  there  is  still  considerable  room  for 
improvement  in  these  figures.  There  is  no  real  excuse  for 
the  attendance  of  children  at  school  in  a  dirty  condition,  and 
the  figures  form  a  fairly  reliable  index  of  the  hygienic 
standard  of  the  home.  First,  Second,  and  Exclusion  Notices 
have  been  served  in  appropriate  cases,  as  in  previous  years, 
but  no  prosecutions  have  been  undertaken. 

(c)  Tonsils  and  Adenoids.  31  children  at  Eoutine 
examinations  and  43  children  at  Special  examinations  have 
been  found  to  be  suffering  from  enlargement  of  the  tonsils, 
and,  or  adenoids,  sufficiently  serious  to  require  treatment  by 
enucleation.  25  of  these  lloutine  children  were  Entrants, 
the  remaining  six  being  Intermediates.  A  further  126  children 
were  found  to  be  suffering  from  enlargement  of  the  tonsils  and 
adenoids  sufficiently  serious  to  require  further  observation. 

(d)  Defective  Vision.  35  cases  of  defective  vision  and 
oneJ  case  of  squint  were  found  at  Eoutine  inspections  to 
require  treatment.  45  children  were  also  found  at  Special 
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examinations  to  require  treatment  for  defects  of  Ausion  or 
for  squint.  67  children  were  also  noted  as  requiring  observa¬ 
tion  for  defects  of  Ausion  or  of  squint,  the  great  majority  of 
these  being  already  provided  AAuth  glasses. 

(e)  Ringworm.  One  case  of  ringworm  of  the  head  Avas 
discovered  at  .Routine  examinations  and  four  further  cases  at 
Special  examinations.  13  cases  of  ringworm  of  the  body 
Avere  also  discovered  at  Special  examinations  during  the:  year. 

A  review  of  the  methods  of  treatment  for  ringworm  of 
the  scalp  Avas  giA^en  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  and  it  is 
satisfactory  to  report  that  toAvards  the  end  of  the  year 
arrangements  were  made  AAuth  the  Bradford  Education  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  X-ray  treatment  of  Shipley  school  children 
suffering  from  ringworm  of  the  scalp.  This  method  Avill 
immeasurablv  shorten  the  duration  of  the  disease  and,  there- 
fore,  render  the  school  population  much  less  liable  to  infec¬ 
tion.  Whilst  no  cases  Avere  sent  for  this  form  during  the 
current  year,  three  cases  had  undergone  this  form  of  treat¬ 
ment  by  the  end  of  January,  1932. 

(f)  Anaimia.  18  cases  of  this  defect  Avere  noted  at 
Routine  examinations  and  34  cases  at  S])ecial  examinations. 


(g)  Vaccination.  21.74%  of  the  Routine  group  were 
vaccin.Ated,  the  figures  being  made  vqj  as  folloAvs  :  —

Schools  where  cases  occur  are  regularly  visited  by  the 
nurses  and  contacts  examined. 

School  closure  was  not  resorted  to  in  any  instance  during 
the  year. 


FOLLOWING=UP. 

Defective  children  are  followed  up  by  the  School  Nurse 
on  her  routine  visits  to  the  'Schools,  and,  wherever  necessary, 
the  home  is  visited  and  the  parents  interviewed  to  explain 
the  importance  of  providing  treatment.  Children  are  also 
re-examined  periodically  by  tlie  School  Medical  Officer,  and, 
on  the  whole,  the  response  to  these  measures  is  satisfactory. 
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MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

Details  of  treatment  provided  at  the  Education  Com¬ 
mittee’s  Clinics  are  shown  in  Table  IV.,  Groups  I.,  II.,  III., 
and  IV.  in  the  Appendix. 

(a)  Minor  Ailments  (Table  IV.,  Group  I.):  This  clinic 
is  held  on  four  half-days  of  the  week.  The  School  Medical 
Officer  attends  one  (d*  these,  the  School  Nurses  being  in 
charge  of  the  other  three.  1,636  defects  were  treated  during 
the  year,  the  total  attendances  made  for  treatment  being 
3,715. 

(h)  Enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids.  The  scheme  for  the 
treatment  of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  and  for  defective 
vision  was  fully  described  in  the  Annual  Eeport  for  1930. 
53  children  received  operative  treatment  for  enlarged  tonsils 
and  adenoids  under  the  Authority’s  scheme  during  the  year, 
a  further  three  children  being  known  to  be  treated  apart 
from  the  Authority’s  scheme.  A  further  four  children 
received  non-operative  forms  of  treatment.  It  will  thus  be 
seen  that  of  the  74  children  ascertained  by  the  School 
Medical  Officer  to  require  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids 
56  actually  received  operative  treatment. 

(c)  Defective  Vision  and  Squint.  74  children  received 
treatment  under  the  Authority’s  scheme  for  defects  of  vision, 
two  further  cases  also  receiving  treatment  in  Interstitial 
Keratitis.  Of  the  74  children  for  whom  spectacles  were  pre¬ 
scribed  68  actually  obtained  spectacles.  Of  these  eight  were 
aided  by  the  Education  Authority  in  the  purchase  of 
spectacles.  Two  children  suffering  from  Meibomian  Cysts 
have  also  been  referred  to  hospital  and  received  operative 
treatment.  Three  other  children  are  known  to  have  received 
private  treatment  for  errors  of  refraction,  giving  a  total  of 
77  children  out  of  80  ascertained  who  actually  received 
treatment. 

(d) ^  Ear  Disease  and  Hearing.  64  cases  of  Otorrhoea 
and  other  minor  ear  defects  were  treated  at  the  School 
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Clinic  during  the  year.  Two  cases  of  minor  defects  of  hearing 
were  noted  at  Special  examinations,  the  defect  being  of  a 
minor  degree  in  both  cases. 

(e)  External  Eye  Disease.  77  cases  of  minor  eye  defects 
were  under  treatment  during  the  year,  Blepharitis  being  by 
far  the  commonest  of  this  group  of  defects. 

(f)  Dental  Defects  (Table  IV.,  Croup  IV.):  2,486 

children  have  been  examined  in  Routine  age  groups  as  com¬ 
pared  with  3,518  for  1980.  1,787  of  these  children  (73.8%) 

were  found  to  require  treatment,  and  of  these  1,192  were 
actually  treated.  The  percentage  of  cliildren  actually  treated 
to  those  requiring  treatment  is  66.7%.  The  dentist  extracted 
1,757  teeth  as  against  1,911  during  the  jjrevious  year,  and 
filled  419  teeth  as  against  857. 

A.  Gas  Clinic  has:  been  arranged  during  the  year  and  31 
children  have  recemed  anaesthetics  of  nitrous-oxide  gas  to 
enable  extractions  to  be  done. 

OPEN=AIR  EDUCATION. 

There  has  been  no  change  during  the  year  in  the  arrange¬ 
ments  made  for  playground  classes,  school  journeys  or  school 
camps.  The  occurrence  of  the  economic  crisis  lead  to  the  post¬ 
ponement-  for  six  months,  of  consideration  of  the  open-air 
school  plans  which  had  reached  the  stage  of  being  submitted 
to  the  Board  of  Education  for  final  approval.  In  an  industrial 
area  such  as  Shipley  an  open-air  school  is  a  necessity  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  tliat  as  soon  as  circaimstances  permit  the 
building  of  the  school  will  be  undertaken. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

Mr.  Andrew  Harley,  the  Superintendent  of  Physical 
Training,  reports  as  follows:  — 

General.  Reorganisation  of  the  Elementary  Schools  on 
the  lines  of  the  Hadow  Report  has  been  the  outstanding- 
feature  of  the  year. 
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In  1928  the  Board  of  Education  issued  the  ‘  ‘  Beference 
Book  on  Gymnastics  for  Boys  ”  and  the  “  Supplementary 
Syllabus  for  Girls  ”  in  Senior  Schools. 

Prior  to  reorganisation  the  Physical  Training  in  the 
Central  Schools  was  carried  out  on  lines  suggested  in  these 
Syllabuses.  With  the  coming  of  reorganisation  additional 
teachers  with  an  aptitude  for  Physical  Training  were  required 
to  give  instruction  in  this  type  of  work.  Selected  teachers 
were  recommended  to  attend  Summer  Courses  at  Scar¬ 
borough  and  Ilkley. 

The  Senior  work  is  now  conducted  by  these  specially 
trained  teachers,  who  are  conversant  with  tl^e  Syllabuses 
and  capable  of  giving  instruction  in  sample  apparatus  work. 

Physical  Exercises.  In  the  Junior  Schools  the  general 
standard  of  work  is  good.  It  is  encouraging  to  find  many 
classes  of  children  wearing  gymnastic  shoes',  for  exercise, 
with  obvious  benefits.  In  localities  where  it  is  practically 
impossible  for  parents  to  provide  rubber  shoes  an  experiment 
has  been  made  with  a  cloth  shoe  having  a  crocheted  cord  sole. 

lihythmic  w^ork  has  been  introduced  into  the  Board’s 
1919  Syllabus  with  creditable  results.  Movements  performed 
with  strong  rhythmic  effort  add  considerable  extra  force  to 
any  exercise,  and  consequently  such  movements  must  form 
an  important  part  of  the  Physical  Training  lesson. 

To  facilitate  the  teaching  in  Senior  Schools  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  list  of  tables,  based  on  the  1919  Syllabus,  on  the 
“  Eeference  Book”  and  the  ”  Suppleni(entary  Syllabus,” 
was  compiled  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

Thisi  scheme  is  in  operation  in  all  the  Senior  Schools. 

AMOUNT  OF  TIME  DEVOTED  TO  PHYSICAL 

EDUCATION. 

Junior  Schools. 

3  periods  of  20  minutes  duration  for  Physical  Exercises. 
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1  Games  period  of  30-45  minutes. 

1  Swimming  lesson  of  40-60  minutes. 

A  daily  period  is  thus  set  apart  for  some  form  of  physical 


activity. 


Senior  Schools.  A  Senior  lesson,  advanced  in  form  and 
including  as  it  does  a  certain  amount  of  apparatus  work, 
requires  a  period  of  30-40  minutes  in  length.  Head  Teachers 
have  been  asked  to  provide  three  periods  weekly  for  Physical 
Exercises  in  addition  to  a  longer  Games  lesson  and  a  Swim¬ 
ming  lesson. 

Apparatus.  In  Senior  Schools  the  provision  of  specially 
built  Gymnasia  has  been  found  impracticable. 

Each  school  has  been  furnished  with  the  whole  or  part 
of  the  following  Gymnastic  apparatus:  — 


A  Vaulting  Horse  or  Box. 

A  Vaulting  Buck. 

4  Balancing  Benches. 

4  Gymnastic  Mats. 

1  set  of  Jumping  Stands  and  rope. 


All  schools  are  well  supplied  with  small  equipment,  such 
as  footballs,  skipping  ropes,  bean  bags,  etc. 

Playing  Fields.  In  my  Keport  for  1930  I  drew  attention 
to  the  fact  that  ‘‘  any  appreciable  advance  in  the  playing  of 
organised  games  could  not  be  made  unless  adequate  playing 
space  was  provided  for  the  purpose. 

During  the  year  this  question  has  received  a  great  deal 
of  consideration  and  I  am  pleased  ko  be  able  to  report  that 
satisfactory  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  use  of  the 
following  fields:  —

Organised  Games.  Properly  carried  out,  Organised 
Games  develop  the  highest  qualities  of  team  leadership  and 
good  citizenship.  Preliminary  training  in  team  leadership  is 
laid  during  “  group  practices  ”  in  the  Physical  Exercise 
lesson.  Progress  in  this  work  is  necessarily  slow,  but  is 
being  consistently  developed.

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In  Senior  schools  two  main  games  arc  chosen  for  the 
winter  and  two  for  the  summer  months.  The  performance 
of  these  MAIN  games  requires  a  high  degree  of  skill  and 
preliminary  training;  leading  uj3  to  these  MAIN  games  is 
of  the  utmost  importance.  Constant  “  group  training  ”  in 
catching,  throwing,  aiming,  kicking,  dodging,  marking,  etc., 
is  essential  in  Organised  Grames  training. 

Swimming.  It  liasi  been  the  custom  in  the  past  to  pro¬ 
vide  instruction  in  swimming  during  the  whole  of  the  school 
year.  This  arrangement  still  obtains. 

Children  attend  on  four  half -da vs  weeklv.  This  is  the 
maximum  amount  of  time  which  can  be  allocated  bv  the 
Public  Baths  Staff  to  schools  for  swimming  instruction.  On 
an  average  30  pupils  attend  for  instruction  at  each  lesson. 
Approximately  350  pupils  receive  instruction  weekly. 

There  is  definite  evidence  that  the  quality  of  the  instruc¬ 
tion  has  improved.  The  group  method  has  been  successfully 
develojjed,  as  the  following  table  shows:  —

VOLUNTARY  AGENCIES. 

Gymnastic  Contests.  These  contests  liave  become 
annual  features  in  both  Central  Boys’  and  in  Central  Girls’ 
Schools. 

Central  Girls’  School.  At  the  Central  Girls’  School  on 
the  evening  of  Alonday,  10th  March,  19dl,  the  third  Annual 
House  Championship  Competition  in  Physical  Training  was 
held  before  a  large  audience  of  parents  and  friends. 

The  programme  consisted  of  Physical  Exercises  from  the 
Board’s  “  Supplement  for  Older  Girls,”  four  types  of  activi¬ 
ties  with  apparatus,  four  different  Belay  Games'  and  ten 
Country  Dances. 

At  the  close  of  the  proceedings  the  Bev.  E.  B.  Alban, 
the  Vicar  of  Shipley,  presented  the  shield  to  the  Captain  of 
St.  Mary’s  House  and  congratulated  the  teachers  and 
children  on  their  work.  Votes  of  thanks  were  passed  to  the 
chairman  and  the  judge.  Miss  P.  Albone,  Gymnastic  Mistress 
of  the  Salt  Girls’  High  School,  for  their  services  on  tliis 


occasion. 
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Central  Boys’  School.  The  Annual  Contests  took  place 
in  the  school  liall  on  Wednesday,  20th  February,  1931,  before 
a  large  gathering  of  parents  and  friends.

SHIPLEY  SCHOOLS’  ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION. 

The  following  report  has  been  kindl\'  supplied  by  Mr. 
Yates,  the  Cliairnian  of  the  Association:  — 

Tile  year  has  been  marked  by  steady  progress  in  alJ 
branches  of  the  Association’s  activities. 

Sports.  The  Annual  Sports  were  held  on  24th  June, 
1931.  Certain  alterations  were  made  in  the  list  of  events 
and  a  long  jump  for  girls  was  introduced.  Tire  number  of 
entries  was  increased  and  great  keenness  was  shown.  The 
Prince’s  Hall  Challenge  Cup  was  w^on  by  the  Central  Jioys’ 
School. 

An  excellent  massed  display  of  Physical  Exercises, 
under  Mr.  Harley,  was  again  given.  This  year  300  boys 
and  girls  took  part,  while  the  exercises  were  both  more 
numerous  and  more  advanced.  The  games  by  boys  and 
country  dances  by  girls  were  taken  separately  in  order  to 
allow  spectators  to  have  a  clearer  view  of  both.  The  display 
w'as  greatly  helped  by  the  use  of  a  microphone  kindly  sup¬ 
plied  by  Messrs.  Sayners,  Ltd. 

Thanks  are  again  due  to  all  wdio  helped  to  make  the 
day  so  successful,  and  I  should  like  ail  these  to  accept  this 
recognition  of  their  services. 

Swimming  Gala.  The  first  gala  organised  by  tlie 
Association  was  held  in  July.  No  prizes  were  given  save 
Junior  and  Senior  Championship  Medals.  Tlie  wliole  gala 
really  centred  round  the  Eames’  Shield,  towards  which  all 
wn’ns  scored  points.  The  keenness  and  enthusiasm  shown 
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by  all  competitors  was  very  joleasiiig.  The  Shield  was  won 
by  the  Centra]  Cirls’  Scliool.  A  very  successful  evening. 

Games  for  Boys,  lii  spite  of  many  postponements  for

The  committee  are  2:)leased  tliat  the  Education  Com¬ 
mittee  have  provided  more  playing  lields.

For  the  Dockfield  ground  a  dressing  pavilion  has  been 
provided  by  the  men  teacliers.  This  has  beeii  built  by  the 
teachers  to  the  plansi  of  Mr.  Hobinson.

SCHOOL  BATHS. 

The  arrangements  for  children  to  attend  the  baths  for 
swimming  instruction  are  as  described  in  my  last  Report. 
The  figures  of  attendances,  etc.,  are  given  in  the  Report  of 
the  Su])erintendent  of  Piiysical  Training  included  iu  this 
report  on  page  14. 

TEACHING  OF  HYGIENE. 

I  discussed,  last  year  the  teaching  of  hygiene  in  the 
Shipley  schools  as  reflected  by  the  replies  received  to  the 
Board’s  Questionnaire  on  the  subject.  As  far  as  can  be 
ascertained  no  change  in  the  procedure  has  been  made  during 
the  year,  and  this  subject  merits  the  serious  attention  both 
of  Head  Teachers  and  the  committee. 

A  Health  Week  was  held  in  March,  1931,  in  which 
special  attention  was  paid  to  school  children  over  ten.  Some 
*200  attended  each  morning  for  a  lecture  on  elementary  health 
principles,  and  a  similar  party  attended  with  their  teachers 
and  were  shown  round  the  Health  Exhibition,  the  stands  of 
the  Institute  of  H^/giene,  the  Dental  Board  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  the  Health  and  Cleanliness  Council,  the  National 
Milk  Publicity  Council  and  the  National  Council  for  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  receiving  special  attention.  Essays  were 
subsequently  written  by  the  children  on  their  visit  to  the 
Health  Exhibition,  the  twelve  best  essayists  being  awarded 
prizes  by  County  Councillor  Victor  Waddilove. 

PROVISION  OF  MEALS. 

(1)  Mid=day  Dinners.  This  scheme  remains  as  in 
previous  years  and  continues  to  do  much  good  Avork  amongst 
the  poorer  child  population.  Whilst  the  basis  of  the  scheme 
is  an  economic  one  its  administration  is  closely  identified  with 
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the  School  Medical  Service,  all  children  in  receipt  of  free 
mealn  being  examined  and  weighed  at  least  three  times  every 
year,  425  examinations  of  this  type  being  made.  An  average 
of  108  children  received  free  dinners  during  the  year,  32,071 
dinners  being  supplied  by  the  committee. 

(2)  Milk  Meals  in  Schools.  The  Grade  “  A  ”  milk 
scheme  describied  in  my  last  Tleport  isi  still  in  operation. 
266,174  bottles  of  milk  were  supplied  during  the  year  and 
of  these  75,218  were  supplied  free  of  cost  by  the  Education 
Committee  to  necessitous  'children. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS. 

The  parents  of  all  children  due  for  routine  examination 
are  notified  in  writing  by  th.e  Head  Alaster  of  the  date  and 
time  of  the  inspection.  474  parents  (60%)  out  of  a  possible 
791  attended  the(  examinations  last  year.  Of  these  267  (74% 
of  360)  were  parents  of  Entrants.  179  (57%  of  312)  of  Inter¬ 
mediates,  and  28  (24%  of  119)  of  Leavers. 

In  two  cases  permission  to  examine  the  child  was 
refused,  this  objection  being  waived  on  writing  to  the 
parents.  Treatment  has,  on  the  whole,  been  satisfactorily 
provided,  no  cases  of  serious  neglect  occurring. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  TEACHERS. 

The  work  of  the  teaching  staffs  in  facilitating  the  work 
of  School  Aledical  inspection  is  invaluable.  All  Head  Teachers 
are  keenly  interested  in  the  work  and  are  often  in  a  position 
to  impart  valuable  information  as  to  family  history.  In 
addition,  a  considerable  amount  of  esseiffnd  clerical  work 
prior  to  inspections  is  cheerfully  undertaken,  and  great  help 
given  in  persuading  reluctant  parents  to  pi-ovide  necessary 
treatment. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE 

OFFICERS. 

Children  absent  from  school  for  prolonged  periods  with¬ 
out  adequate  reason  are  brought  forward  for  medical  report 
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bv  the  attendance  officers.  In  the  case  of  children  excluded 
from  school  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  copies  of  the 
certificate  are  forwarded  to  the  Education  Officer  for  the 
information  of  the  Attendance  Officers. 

Cliildren  with  insufficient  boots  and  clothing  are  referred 
by  the  Attendance  Officers  to  the  Shipley  Cinderella  Club. 

CO=OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  BODIES. 

The  Cinderella  C'lub  have  again  been  generous  in  their 
gifts  of  boots  and  clothing  to  needy  children,  75  pairs  of  boots 
being  supplied  to  school  children  during  the  year.  This 
number  refers  only  to  those  cases  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  Cinderella  Club  by  the  Education  Department.  32 
children  have  also  been  referred  by  the  Attendance  Officers 
to  the  Public  Assistance  Committee,  and  have,  as  a  result, 
been  supplied  with  hoots. 

Several  needy  children  have  also'  been  provided  with  sea- 
side  holidays  by  this  most  useful  organisation. 

BLIND,  DEAF,  DEFECTIVE  AND  EPILEPTIC 

CHILDREN. 

No  new  cases  of  blind  or  deaf  children  have  been  noted 
during  the  year. 

Two  children  with  a  history  of  epilepsy  were  discovered 
at  Special  examinations  during  tlie  year,  but  the  fits  have 
now  either  ceased  or  are  at  very  infrequent  intervals  and 
nocturnal  in  type. 

Four  hoys  and  four  girls  remained  on  the  register  of  the 
Certified  Class  for  Mental  Defectives  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG 

PERSONS. 

Thirty-seven  certificates  were  granted  during  the  year  to 
boys  for  employment  in  occupations,  sucli  as  newspaper  and 
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greengrocery  dejiverv.  One  girl  was  examined  for  employment 
in  pantomime  and  granted  a  certificate.  One  certificate  was 
refused  to  a  boy  who  will  not  be  twelve  until  May,  1982. 

In  addition  18  boys  and  ten  girls  who  w-ere  successful  in 
the  County  Minor  Scholarship  l^Mamination  wau’e  medically 
examined.
